FINANCES 


School costs are going down. The budget of Cole- 
brook Special School District for 1931-32 is $5,421.30 
less than the amount spent the previous year. That is 
a drop of 15%. Practically every item of expenditures 
shows a decrease except fuel. We had to pay this 
fiscal year for a car of coal purchased last spring to 
finish the school year. The greatest reductions were 
on teachers’ salaries ($1,562.50) books ($203.78), sup- 
plies ($291.77), repairs ($669.32), medical inspection 
($648.57), insurance ($485.00,) aiterations ($324.02), 
equipment ($420.21) and payment of debt ($1,000.00). 
The teachers, at a conference with the school board last 
spring, agreed to accept a five per-cent cut in their 
salaries for the year 1931-32. ‘They showed a com- 
mendable spirit of cooperation. 

The per pupil cost of instruction in the high school 
will be this year only $110.00 as compared with $115.50 
last year. The decrease is due both to smaller expendi- 
tures and to a larger number of pupils. This is the 
lowest for five years. 

The debt on the Academy was wiped. out when 
the last bond of $1,500.00 was retired in June 1930. 
There is still due on the $10,000 note for the addition 
on the grammar school the sum of $6,000.00. This 
should be retired as soon as possible since the district 
has to pay 5% interest on it. The note was issued 


—A= 
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ganuary 1921. During four of the intervening ten 
years no payments were made on the principal. Al- 


ready $4,614.03 have been paid in interest. 


The school board’s budget for 1932-33 is $3,062.75 


less than that for 1931-32. A further reduction of five 


percent in teachers’ salaries is planned. Almost every 
item has been reduced in order to make the school tax 
as small as possible. This reduction is made possible 
by the school board’s decision to do without many of 
the usual supplies and repairs for a year. Then, too, 
many materials have decreased in price. The budget 
is the smallest for eight years. 

After deducting the estimated income from 
sources other than taxation, we have the unusually 
small sum of $13,078.75 to be raised at the district 
meeting. This means a drop in the tax rate of $3.50 
(according to the present valuation by the selectmen). 
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
